L. G. MATALENE FALLS A VICTIM TO 
THE BULLET OF NOTE-WRITERS. 


He Is Asked to Attend a Reception at 
the Delaware Boat Club and, Walk- 
ing Down Chicago Avenue Beyond 
the Water-Works, He Meets Thugs 
or Enemies Who Exchange Volleys 
with Him, to the Injury of Both 
Parties.

The wounded man fell, but drew his revolver 
and fired at his retreating foes, one of whom 
fell. 

Matalene staggered to the drug store a 
block away and fell at the door.

ARTHUR T. WALLACE’S BODY FOUND. 


Discovered in River Near Madison

Prescriptions for Liquor Must Desig- 
nate the Manner in Which I¢ Is 
to Be Administered.

which druggists may sell liquor on Sunday 
under the Nicholson law.

cian, which reads, ‘Rx spiritus frument, 
qt. 1, for medical purposes,’ is not such a 


‘prescription as the statute contemplates. 


To justify the sale of whisky on Sunday the 
prescription should name the persou for 
whom it is prescribed, tell how it it is to he

Still, it. was deemed wise by 
some to ask the concern to join hands in 
grabbing the oil of the world, and Cudahy 
Bros. acquiescence: may be forwarded 
only when they understand that the little 
Pennsylvania association has been taken in- 
to the scheme. 

It has always been supposed that over 
90 per cent of the stock of the Standard Oil 
company was held by the inside interests 
of the company. During the last several 
days, however, considerable stock has been 
offered in blocks of from ten to twenty-five 
shares each. The offering is accompanied 
by all sorts of rumors in connection with 
the affairs of the company and the future of 
the stock. 


Enormous Dividends Rumored. 


It has been stated thatin the present fiscal 
year the Standard Oil company would de- 
clare dividends of 100 per cent. It has also 
been stated that the capital of the company 
is to be doubled and the new securities di- 
vided pro rata among theshareholders. Sin- 
gularly enough, with the rumors afloat, the 
brokers on curb are offering small lots of 
stock. 

Considerable activity prevailed early to- 
day in Standard Oil stock. Opening with 
the sale of ten shares at 201%, the price ad- 
vanced to 293. Later, under a number of 
offers of small blocks, the stock was quoted 
at 200 and 291, with no takers. The stock 
sold last Saturday at 275, making an ad- 
vance of 18 points for the week. 

The earnings of the company during the 
last two years have been enormous. The 
most profitable part of the business of the 
Standard Oil company has been its export 
trade. By means of established agencies 
in all parts of the world they have been en- 
abled to maintain a practical monopoly 
of the trade in American crade and refined 
petroleum. During the last year the Stand- 
ard Oll company exported about 27,000,000 
barrels of oil, upon which it made the profit 
of between $40,000,000 and $45,000, 

Experts in the oil business who keep in 
touch with developments in all parts of the 
world declare that the export business of 
thé Standard Oil company will never agein 
equal the volume of 1896. They base this 
assertion upon the discovery of new and 
important deposits of petroleum in variou 
parts of the world.

WILGIAM J. BRYAN INJURED BY A PALL 


Piaszkh Falls with Him While He Is

CHARLES LANDHON SHOCKED 10 DEATH 


Electrician at Sehlesinger & Mayer's 
Is Instantly Killed by a Live 
Light Wire. —~ 


Charles Landhon, an electrician employed 
in the store of Schlesinger & Saved Seats 
and Madison streets, was instantly killed at 
6:30 o’clock last evening by an electric shock. 

Just before closing time a break in the cur- 
rent put out a number of the electric lights 
in the building, and Landhon went to the 
basement to locate and repair the trouble. 
He finally located the break in a network of 
wires nearly in the center of the basement 
ceiling, and, tools in hand, climbed up to re- 
pair it.

As his hand touched the wire he uttered a 
cry cf pain and fell from the ladder to the 
floor. Women screamed and ran from the 
room with their hands over their faces. En- 
gineer Anderson ran to the side of Landhon 
and attempted to assist him. He raised the 
body in his arms, but a hasty examination 
convinced him that life was extinct. sf 
_,Policemen Quinlan and McCormick were 
called in, and a physician was sent for, but 
the services of the medical man were of no 
avail, agd a patrol wagon was called to re- 
move Landhon’s body to Rolston’s undertak- 
ing rooms, No. 11 Adams street. 

Landhon was 26 years old, and lived with 
his wife at No. 168 Gault place. An inquest 
will be held.

UNIVERSITY BONDS MYSTERY 


Where Is the $400,000 Endowment 
Fund Held by Spalding? 


SECURITIES SAID TO BE FOR SALE, 


Warrants for the arrest of Charles W, 
Spalding, President; A. D. Avrill, Vice-Presi< 
dent; and C. E. Churchill, cashier of the 
defunct Globe Savings Bank, were sworn out 
by Frank E. Stone of the firm of Stone 
Francis. depositors in the institution Mr. 
Stone went before Justice W. T. Hall in tae 
afternoon and a complaint, charging the 
Officers of the bank with embezzlement, was 
drawn up. The three warrants were at once 
issued and will be served today. 

The officers may have some difficulty in 
finding Spaulding. Since the failure of the 
bank he has been “ prostrated.” Friends 
say he is under medical care in the city: 
At the Plaza Hotel, where he lives, it was 
said last night he had not been there for 
twenty-four hours or more. 

The complaint charged Spalding, Avriil, . 
and Churchill, being officers of the. 
“corruptly, willfully, fraudulently, and fel- 
oniously did receive from Frank E. Stonc of 
Stone & Francis the sum of $200 in lawful 
money, on account of that firm which was ia 
no way indebted to the at that time." 

The deposit, it is alleged, was made on 
March 24, and after that date the sum of $35 
was withdrawn. 

The complaint further charges that when 
the deposit was made the bank was insolv- 
ent, whereby and because of such insolvency 
the money was lost to Stone & Francis, mak- 
ing the officers guilty of embezzlement. 


Like the Dreyer Case. 


The complaint wus similar to the one on 
which E. 8. Dreyer was arrested at the 
instance of Frunk E. Kennedy, one of the 
depositors in the former’s bank. 

The statute of the State says that the re- 
ceiving of deposits within thirty days prior 
to the failure, suspension, or involuntary 
liquidation of any banker, broker, or bank~ 
ing corporation constitutes prima facie evi- 
dence of intent to defraud, and provides as 
penalties a fine of double the amount in- 
volved or imprisonment of not less than one 
nor more than three years. 

Stone & Francis are the editors of 
“ Bonds,” a publication with an dffice in the 
Consolidated Exchange, No. 134 Van Buren 
street, and devoted to matters in connec- 
tion with municipal and township bonds and 
other securities. They are also interested in 
a patent scheme,.and the money deposited 
by Mr. Stone on March 24 wae for use in the 
patent business. ;

circumstances, there was but one thing for 
the trustees to do, and that was to imme- 
diately elect a new Treasurer and demand a 
settlement with Spalding.

It is believed that one of the principal rea- 
sons for the failure of the trustees to elect a 
new Treasurer as recommended by Gov: Tan- 
ner has been their inability to agree upon 
a successor to Spalding. 

Gov. Tanner suggested to them.that he 
believed it would be good policy fo select

PUBLISHER IVISON’S BONDS HIS GOD. 


Testimony in the Contested Will Case 
Shows He Was a Worshiper 
of Money. 


New York, April 8.—[Special.]—Some pe- 
culiar testimony has been brought out in 
the suit to break the will of the late William 
lvison, a rich publisher. He was 80 years 
old when he died last year at the Hoffman 
House. In the will, by which he disposed of 
his estate of $900,000, he practically ignored 
all his relatives with the exception of his 
nephew, David B. Ivison, of Rutherford, N. 
J. In contesting the will of his brother Ed- 
ward Ivison of California, his nephew, John 
C. Ivison, and his niece, Jane I. Williams, 
alleged undue influence on the part of David 
and Miss Mary Sheridan, long Iwson’s con- 
fidential clerk, who received a legacy of 
$10,000. 

They have offered testimony to show that 
the old man was so enamored of his riches 
that he used to kiss his bonds, which he de- 
scribed as his God. He showed his belief in 
his God when a clergyman named McNill, in

Most -girls after working a while get mar- 
ried, and that is one reason why women do 
not get the same salary as men.

“We do not require more protection than 
others from the ffre or police department. 
We employ five night watchmen inside of 
our building and one outside. Our taxes for 
1896 amounted to over $50,000, which we be- 
lieye is more than was paid by any other 
half block, and which is probably more than 
any five small retailers pay combined. 

“If this bill is passed it will not only pro- 
hibit us from carrying on a profitable busi- 
ness but will also make a large amount of 
property absolutely worthless. It would 
throw out of employment 30,000 people, who 
are probably supporting 30,000 more. We 
do not believe that the people of Chicago 
want department stores driven out of busi- 
ness, and if left to them to decide the propo- 
sition would be defeated by an immense ma- 
jority.”’ 

Mr. Nohe—You said you started in busi- 
ness in 1875 with an original capital of $1,000.

Questioned by Nohe. 


Mr. Young—Somewhere from 
to $2,000,000. 

Mr. Nohe—Then your $1,000 tn twenty years 
has increased to $2,000,000? 

Mr. Young—Yes, besides the dividends. 
Don’t forget the dividends. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Nohe—How is itthat department stores 
can advertise street car tickets twenty-five 
for $1 when the street car company sells 
only twenty-two for $1? 

Mr. Young—I don’t know how that is done. 

Mr. Nohe—Siegel, Cooper & Co. doit. How 
do you make money at that kind of business? 

Mr. Young—I have never figured that out. 
You will have to ask Cooper about that. 
[Laughter.|] 

Mr. Nohe—I understand that you adver- 
tised $5 gold pieces for $4.75. How could you 
do that? 

You 
will remember that two years ago I was be- 
fore Senator Salomon’s committee and they 
wanted to get a few instances in which we 
sold goods at less than cost.

Sayler Gives Instances, 


Mr. Sayler—You advertised soap at two 
cents a cake. My wife sent me to get some 
and after struggling a long time in the 
crowd I got to the soap counter only to find 
that the clerk would not sell me more than 
one cake. Do you think that is fair? 

Mr. Young—No, sir; if that was done it 
was not fair. It was certainly contrary 
to my orders. We do not limit the amount 
of anything that may be sold. 

Mr. Schwab—But don’t you advertise cer- 
tain leading articles to be sold at a price 
below cost merely to draw people to your 
store? 

Mr. Young—No, sir. | do not believe in 
doing that atall. If it is done, it is because 
we wre driven to it by competition. We 
often sell goods for less than cost—for ‘in- 
stanee: At the beginning of the summer 
we may have $40,000 worth of spring goods 
that we do not wish to carry in stock, and 
we would rather sell them at a sacrifice 
of 50 cents on the dollar than to carry them 
over to another year. 

Mr. Schwab—But don’t you advertise 
these goods at low prices merely to get 
people into your store? 

Mr. Young—That has been done. We do 
very little of that kind of businéss. But 
we have a right todoitif we wantto. We 
have the right to give our goods away if we 


choose. 
Stores and Newspapers. 


Mr. Nohe—I notice, Mr. Young, that you 
have full-page advertisements in the daily 
papers of Chicago. How much does it cost 
for one of those pages? 

Mr. Young—That is one of thesecrets of 
the business. I don’t want to give my price 
away to Cooper. ([Laughter.] If Cooper 
wasn’t here I might tell you. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Nohe—Isn’t it a fact that on account 
of your advertising so liberally you are sup- 
ported by the press of Chicago? 

Mr. Young—No, sir; I think we have been 
very poorly supported by the press of Chica- 
go. I think the press should come right out 
on this thing. The press ought to have ex- 
posed this thing. I do not think the papers 
have supported us at all. We have been 
supporting them all this time. 

Mr. Nohe—You have an idea, then, that 
the press of Chicago ought to control legis- 
lation? 

Mr. Young—No, sir; Lut I think they ought 
to have shown this thing up in its true light. 
It is interfering with the liberty of the peo- 
ple, with the property of the people, with 
the right that is guaranteed to us when we 
land on these shores or when we are born 
here. You propose to take from every man 
all that is within the range of a high and 
honorable ambition. 

Others Speak. 


Dr. Albert E. Ebert, a Chicago druggist, 
spoke in support of the bill. He said that 
since 1882 he had been unable to make money 
out of his business, and this he attributed 
to the department stores. Judge H. J. Ham- 
lin of Shelbyville, a lawyer of wide reputa- 
tion, addressed the committee in opposition 
to the bill. He declared that tt was clearly 
unconstitutional. 

Ex-Senator Moses Salomon, attorney for 
the Cook County Business*Men’s Associa- 
tion and leader of the anti-department store 
lobby at the State Capitol, then addressed 
the committee in support of the bill. Hede- 
clared that when Mr. Young sold $5 gold 
pieces for $4.75 he was guilty of treason to 
the Government of the United States, * for 
his action,” said Mr. Salomon, “ tended to 
debase the coin and shake confidence in the 
government itself and in its own product.”

WILL HEAR BOTH SIDES. 


HUMPHREY BILLS MADD A SPECIAL 
ORDER FOR NEXT WEDNESDAY. 


Senate Will Then Listen to Arguments 
For and Against the Street Rail- 
road Measures—Their Friends Just 
Now Haven’t Enough Votes to Pass 
Them—This Probably Explains the 
Postponement—Littler Offers Sub- 
stitute for the Revenue Bills. 


Springfield, Ill., April 8.—[{Special.]—The 
Humphrey bills were not considered in the 
Senate today, but will be taken up next 
Wednesday in Committee of the Whole. 
This will give everybody an opportunity to 
be heard for and against the measures. 

The probable reason they were not dis- 
cussed today was because there are not 
enough votes in the Senate at this time to 

end them to a third reading. The frierids 
ae thé bills were four shy of a majority. In 

the first place there are a lot of Senators 
who are opposed to the bills on principle. 
In the second place the General Electric is 
fighting them. 

Three weeks ago Farmer Solomon Loewen- 
thal of Washington Heighta, Cook County, 
came down to Springfield to have a little 
time with some fellow-members who served 
with him in the last General Assembly. 
Farmer Loewenthal has been in Springfield 
every legislative day for three weeks. He 
is one of Perry Hull’s attorneys, and the 
results of his missionary work are discerni- 
ble to the eye of him who can see the legis- 
lative rabbit hop. So the bills are not in as 
good condition as they were. They will 
probably go it rain or shine next Wednes- 
day, because it is getting late in the session 
and time is of the essenceof the contract. 

Immediately after the reading of the Sen- 
ate journal the President announced fat the 
special order for that hour was the consid- 
eration of the Humphrey ra#iroad bills on 
second reading. 


“TI am in favor of giving a hearing to all 
parties interested in these measures and 
move that the bills be made a special order 
for next Wednesday immediately after the 
reading of the journal, and that the Senate 
go into Committee of the Whole atthat time 
= hear arguments for and against the 
s.”’ 

Senator Humphrey favored the motion and 
said that under the circumstances it should 
prevail. Senator Berry’s motion was car- 
ried by a viva voce vote. 


Revenue Bills Considered. 


The Chicago Real Estate Board revenue 
bills were taken up asa special order. 

Senator Littler offered a substitute bill 
for the bill providing that all property shall 
be assessed at one-fifth its fair cash value, 
and in support of his bill said: 

“The subject of greatest importance in 
the amendment I offer is a complete revision 
of the present revenue laws. I am prepared 
to help enact a law that will place all prop- 
erty on the tax books. Under our present 
system there are only three classes who pay 
taxes, and the first, I am compelled to say, is 
the railroads, then the farmer, and lastly, the 
owners of realestate in towns. I want men 
who are worth millions, and who have their 
money locked in tin boxes, brought out to 
light, and their money listed on the tax 
books. If this bill is passed it will place four 
billions of wealth on the tax books instead of 
about eight hundred millions now on fthe 
books. If this bill is passed the limit will be 
less than 10 cents on the dollar, and the taxes 
in all municipalities ought not to exceed $1 
on the $100. It will relieve those who are 
overburdened from taxation. 

**I move that this amendment be printed 
and stand over until next Thursday to be 
considered in Committee of the Whoie.”’ 

Senator Dunlap said he would be willing to 
postpone consideration if he deemed it nec- 
essary, but that he felt that the bill had been 
thoroughly discussed, and should not be post- 
poned. . 

Senator Littler’s motion carried by a vote 
of 23 yeas to 9 nays. 

The Serate adjourned to 10 a. m. tomorrow. 


Dependent Child Bill. 


The House Committee on Public Charities 
today disposed of Mr. Tisdel’s dependent 
child bill. It was ordered to be reported to 
the House with the recommendation that 
it be referred to the Committee on Appro- 
priations. 

The House Committee on Penal and Re- 
formatory Institutions ordered an unfavor- 
able report on Mr. Salman's bill providing 
that convicts in the penitentiary shall have 
fixed wages, and after the expense of main- 
taining them is deducted the balance shall 
go to the support of their families. 

The committee ordered an unfavorable 
report on Mr. McGoorty's bill for the estab- 
lishment of permanent roads. 

The Senate Senatorial Apportionment 
committee today appointed a subcommittee 
consisting of Senators Pemberton, Chair- 
man; Berry, Aspinwall, Dunlap, Bogardus, 
Chapman, Crawford, Dwyer, and Campbell 
to draft a reapportionment bill. 

The Senate Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds ordered favorably reported 
Senator Littler’s bill appropriating $20,000 to 
repair and improve the Executive Mansion; 
also his bill appropriating $10,000 to repair 
the State House. a 

Favorable Reports. 


The House Committee on Municipal Corpo- 
rations ordered favorably reported Suttle’s 
bill to prohibit corporations from engaging 
in. the business of retailing merchandise. 
This bill is aimed at the department stores. 
Staudacher’s bill regulating department 
stores was ordered reported unfavorably. 
Favorable reports were ordered on Trous- 
dale’s bill ‘to prohibit the granting of 
franchises except by popular vote, and 
Nohe’s bill to enable cities having an electric 
light plant to sell electricity to private per- 
sons An unfavorable report was ordered 
on the bill of!Mr. Johnson of Fulton, pro- 
hibiting the playing of baseball on Sunday 
outside of cities and incorporated villages. 

The House Committee on Parks and Boule- 
vards heard Congressman James R. Mann 
on Miler’s bills to grant the title to certain 
submerged lands in Lake Michigan to the 
South Park Commissioners, and to enable 
the Park Commissioners to fill in such sub- 
merged lands. Congressman Lorimer was 
also present at the meeting. Both he and 
Mr. Mann appeared in support of the bills. 
The committee deferred action one week. 

The House Committee on Building, Loan, 
and Homestead Associations agreed upon a 
committee bill making a number of im- 
portant changes in the building and loan 


law. 
Building and Loans. 


It provides that the directors of such an 
association shall be bona fide residents of 
the State; that every person having the 
custody of any funds of such an association 
shall file a bond with the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, that when the Auditor finds an 
association insolvent he shall immediately 
take charge of the same; that associations 
may go into voluntary liquidation; that 
every association shall establish and main- 
tain a contingent fund of not less than 5 
per cent of its capital; that withdrawals 
shall include in the payment thereof the full 
amount of dues paid in with such interest 
us may be allowed by the Board of Directors; 
and that an inselvent association shall not 
sell stock after the discovery of such in- 
solvency.

OPINION ON STORE BILLS. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF MINNESOTA 


GIVES HIS CONCLUSIONS. 


Declares Anti-Department Store Leg- 
islation Cannot Go te Extent ot 
Characterizing a Useful, Harmless 
Business a Nuisance or Visit on It 
Oppressive Burdens—Power to Tax 
Is Valid, but Taxation Must Be 
Placed Equally. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 8.—[Special.]—At- 
torney-General Child today transmitted to 
the Senate the following opinion on the 
Theden department store bill: 

“Two questions suggest themse!ves: 
First—Is it a revenue measure, and, there- 
fore, in 
provides that every such measure shal! 
ay in the House of Representatives? 

“* Second—Does it violate the article of th 
Constitution requiring equality and ther 
formity of taxation? 

“I find no difficulty in answer! the firs 
question in the negative. It is Soauimodane 
for raising revenue within the meaning of 
the Constitution. That provision contem- 
plates revenue for State as distinguished 
from municipal purposes. But whether this 
be true or not, the bill does not levy a tax, 

merely confers authority to levy one for 
1 purposes. 

“The remaining question its not 60 
disposed of. Indeed, I am not fully susienek 
that the bill can be sustained as a valid 
ee either for purposes of taxation oR 
police, 


Tax Must Be Equal. 


“TI have no doubt that occupations and 
Privileges may be taxed: nor do I entertain 
any doubt that such a form of taxation may 
exist concurrently with the taxation of 
property in specie. It is my view of the law 
that where a business or occupation ig 
taxed the tax must be laid with substantial- 
ly a uniform hand upon every business or 
occupation of the same class. 

“Instances are not wanting where tax 
have been laid both for purposes of révenien 
and police. Where the subject is a proper 
one such legislation, in the absence of an 
express or a necessarily implied constitu- 
tional prohibition, is competent. While all 
this is true, there is no doubt a limitation as 
to the extent of the burden which may be 
imposed. Taxes must be levied for the pub- 
iic good and from sound public motives. 
While it is true as a principle that the power 
to tax implies the power to confiscate, it may 
well be doubted whether any court in an 
enlightened country would sanction its arbi- 
trary, unreasonable, and oppressive appli« 
cation to the extent of confiscating property 
where the public good did not seem to re~ 
quire it. 

* But the courts will be governed 
intent rather than the innaieaned of the bie 
and adjudge rights under it accordingly. 


As to Department Stores. 


“Applying the provision of the bill to de- 
partment stores, are these institutions of 
— a character as to require police regula- 

“It should not be overlooked in this cone 
nection that the Legislature cannot charac- 
terize a useful, harmless business as a 
nuisance, or an eyil, and thereupon visit upon 
it unreasonable and oppressive burdens, 

“In view of the gravity and importance of 
the question, together with the inadequacy 
of my study of it, I much prefer that the 
gentlemen of the Legislature act upon it 
uninfluenced by my conclusions. 

“AS a general propositi it is the much 
wiser course when legislation is found to be 
needful and the power to legislate doubtful 
to assume the right todo the latter, and thus 
afford an opportunity to secure the judg- 
ment of the courts.”

Mississipp! Rises at Catre, Hi, and

Waehington, D. C., April 8.—BSecretary 
Alger is pushing forward the work of relief 
for the flood sufferers, and within a few 
days the disbursement of the rations pro- 
vided for by Congress will begin. 

It has been decided to make purchases 
not only at Memphis but also at New 
Orleans and St. Louis. At the two last 
named cities there are already stationed 
officers of the Commissary-General’s de- 
partment and this morning Commissary- 
General Sullivan ordered Capt. Davis, one 
of the best officers of his corps, from Chi- 
cago to Memphis to superintend the pur- 
chase to be made there. It has been ar- 


| ranged with the Citizens’ Relief committee 


of Memphis that the government will pro- 
cure the rations and medicine and place 
them on boats to be supplied by the citl- 
zens’ committee in charge of an army offi- 
cer, who will go along on each boat to make 
sure that a proper distribution is made. 

The attention of the Secretary of War has 
been called to the fact that under the terms 
of the resolution passed by Congress yes- 
terday only rations can be purchased. It is 
regarded as absolutely necessary to author- 
ize the supply of forage and such stores to 
the people who have herded the few cattle 
and horses remaining to them on the levees 
and high grounds in the flooded districts, 
else the damage may be very much heavier. 
Therefore it is likely that an immediate 


yeffort will be made to secure the passage of 


another resoNition, amending the first so 
as to permit such stores to be supplied. 


Cairo Is Under Water. 


Cairo, Il., April 8.—[Special.J—The long- 
continued rains, together with the water 
from the waterworks and natural sipeage 
through the ground saturated by the rivers 
has overflowed all the low ground inside the 
levee and driven many people from their 
homes, and now it is covering several of the 
principal streets. Temporary walls have

Col. W. A. Ray, whose serious illness has 
been mentioned If Taz Trisunp, died at his 
home in Blue Island yesterday morning at 
9 o'clock.

CHANCE CIGARMAKERS TROUBLE

According to the officials of the internation- 
al union the terms of the objectionable set- 
tlement were totally at variance with the 
rules and principles of the union. — 

Business Agents Dold and La Vine are in 
New York and have telegraphed to the Sec- 
retary of the local unions to issue the labels 
to the firm in defiance of President Perkine’ 
orders. 

The striking workmen in the finishing de- 
partment in the rail miHs of the IDinois Steel 
company’s South Chicagwo plant have issued 
an address to the public in answer to the 
statements made by the officials of the com- 
pany. The men deny that the wage scale in 
controversy was ever agreed to by them, and 
eharge that the management has broken 
faith with them and forced them into the 
present condition.

*‘ selling out ” to the steel company, but they 
claim the support of President Garland ang 
the majority of the Executive Board.

THE HUMPHREY BILLS. 
The Chicago Committee of One Hundred 
which was organized to fight the Humphrey 


bills has issued a pamphlet containing its 
arguments against those bills. The points 


made therein are mainly those which have 
been already urged by Tuer TRIBUNE. 
The “ underlying principle’ which ought 


to govern when private corporations are 


given exclusive privileges in streets is stated 


as follows: 
Everything upon the street, over the street, and 


under the street ought to be absolutely the prop- 
erty of the city, and its use only should be granted 


for purposes of private gain. This applies alike 
whether surface or ele- 


vated, and to gas, telephone, telegraph, and water 


companies. 


The value of a street railway consists of 
its license to use public streets, the presence 
of a compact population, and the capital in- 
vested. The company furnishes only the 
The public furnishes everything 
else. Therefore the profits, over and above 
a fair return on the capital invested, should 
go to the municipality. 

But the companies, in order to pocket all 
the profits, while the municipality gets noth- 
ing, ask for the extension of their licenses 


to use the streets of the city, practically 


without rental and without the consent of 
The proposed com- 
pensation-of 3 per cent is sap ceaeenchnataaed 


as “ absurd.” 


The proposition of the committee is that— 
Compensation should be imposed for renewals, 


after the expiration of the first and least profitable 


term, as well as for new licenses. We contend 
that the city should have just compensation for all 
licenses to use its streets, whether such licenses 
The terms of pay- 


It is contended also that the rate of fare 


paid should be adjusted according to the 
circumstances of each particular case. 
There should not be a castiron 5-cent fare 
for the next half century, especially when 
5 cents is too high a rate of fare now on 


most of the Chicago roads, owing to the 


great reductions in the cost of service per 


passenger. 
The fact is brought out clearly that the 


companies are endeavoring to have an ex- 
cessive rate of fare made perpetual, not 


merely by having their ordinances declured 
“contracts,” but by eliminating the pos- . 


sibility of future competition which might 


force down fares. These bills— 


Not only offer unequaled facilities for the con- 
solidation of old corporations, but place im the 
hands of a commission, whose members are to 
serve for fifteen years, the power to say whether 
any hew road shall be built. Under this scheme 
all or any number of Chicago roads may consoli- 
date and be free from any further competition. 
Not only this, but a commission, whose members 
are non-resident and irresponsive to local opin- 
ion, may defeat new roads anywhere in the State 
for any reason sufficient to themgelves. 


These bills provide also that the use of the 
whole or any part of the tracks of a street. 
railroad shall not be condemned without its 
consent. The concurrent use of tracks 
across a bridge, for instance, is thus forbid- 
den, and hence the companies which hold 
the bridges cannot be compettéd with. 

The committee dwells also on the violation 
of the principle of home rule by these meas- 
ures, which aim to bring under State con- 
tro] interests which are purely local in their 
nature. 

The above are among the reasons why the 
Humphrey bills should not be passed. Tue 
Trrnune has called on members of the 
Legislature who, it is intimated, favor these 
bills.to give some honest reason why these 
bills should be passed. No answer has been 
vouchsafed. 

The people of Chicago are against these 
street railroad measures. It is true that 
some petitions have been sent to Springfield 
for their passage. But those are fakes. 


“The companies sent their agents around the 


saloons and got the names of bummers, 
who spend any nickels they may have for 
liquor and not on the street cars. 

If the Legislature has any doubts as to 
the views of Chicagoans regarding these 
robber bills let it submit them to the pop- 
ular vote at the judicial election in Jume or 
the city election next April. Were that 
done the vote against ratification would be 
almost unanimous, 

lor the street car managers cannot buy 
a majority at the polls, as they think they 
can in the General Assembly. They buy 
legislators with as little compunction as 
Armour and Swift do cattle and hogs. 
They know they cannot pass their bils in 
any other way. But they have not money 
enough to buy from jthe voters an indorse- 
ment of the worst bills which have been in- 
troduced since Gov. Yates vetoed the “ grid- 
iron ” bill in 1863. 


TWO STATES AT WAR. 

The State of Michigan and the State of 
New York appear to be mixed up in a 
common state of perplexity over the singu- 
lar conduct in a dual role of Sheriff Fergu- 
son of Lenawee County, Mich. The formal 
legal machinery of both Commonwealths 
was set in motion for the purpose of restor- 
ing to the scene of his recent émployment 
in a Lenawee creamery one Anton Chris- 
tensen, who had departed for the gay 
metropolis of the East with $150 of ‘his 
employer’s money.

HARLAN’S NEW PARTY AND MACHINE. 
When Ald. John M. Harlan declared 
some weeks ago that he had gone into the 
Mayoralty business for the purpose of 
smashing the Republican and Democratic 
political (parties) machines he did not state 
the whole truth. He omitted the essential 
fact that it was his inteation to elect him- 
self Mayor if possible, and also to build up 
a political machine of hisown. The process 
of accomplishing the latter result has al- 
ready begun. The announcement has been 
made with a characteristic flourish that a 
new party is to be organized, of which Ald. 
Harlan is to be the main “ machinery.” 

This may seem rather singular, in view 
of the remarks Mr. Harlan has been making 
of late about his undying hostility to party 
machines. In fact, as recently as the night 
of election Mr. Harlan expressed this aati- 
machine sentiment in these words: 

The fight is not lost. Instead we have won a 
victory in the largest sense. We have crushed 
one machine, and we will have another chance. 
atethe other one. 

But his antipathy to party machines ap- 
pears to be applicable only to “ machines ” 
run by others. As far as principle is con- 
cerned he undoubtedly expressed his real 
sentiments in the carefully prepared speech 
delivered before the Commercial club on 
April 25, less than a year ago, after the Re- 
publican machine of the Twenty-second 
Ward had elected him Alderman, when he 
said: 3 

I am not a Reformer spelled with a big ** R.” 

You can call me a politician. 

I believe in machine organization. 


I am a firm believer in party organization. 
I don’t believe in independent movements. 


It is in accordance, therefore, with his 
belief in party machines and machine organ- 
ization and his aversion to independent 
movements, excepting always such as may 
be made by himself, that Mr. Harlan started 
in promptly on the morning after election 
to build up one of those party machine or- 
ganizations which he despises in others but 
which he thinks would be eminently desira- 
ble with Mr. Harlan as the head boss of it. 

These post-election arrangements of Mr. 
Flarlan are consistent with the whole man- 
agement of his campaign. He announced 
himself as a candidate before any regular 
party nominations had been made or serious- 
ly considered, Judge Sears had not been 
chosen as the Republican standard-bearer 
for Mayor nor had he been talked of for the 
place. It was not known at that time whom 
the Republican “ machine ” would favor, if 
any one, but, on the contrary, it was known 
that the “‘machine’”’ was disrupted, with 
Lorimer, Pease, and Hertz on the one side, 


.atodds with Madden, Kochersperger, Brain- 


erd, and Jamieson on the other. Harlan 
had no more ability to read the future and 
know whom the Republican or Democratic 
conventions would name than any other 
man. It is apparent, therefore, that his 
campaign was undertaken for the chief 
purpose of defeating the Republican party 
and becoming Mayor if he could, and not 
principally with the disinterested object of 
“smashing” any’ political ‘“*machine.” 
Starting out with that intention, not to op- 
pose a machine but to attain office, he con- 
ducted his contest with about the same 
roar a “bull of Bashan” would have 
emitted if he had gone in the same business. 
He was eminently qualified for this sort of 
endeavor, and with his capacious lung 
power bellowed forth a protracted roar of 
political vituperation. 

It was lucky for his*purpose that he was 
signally endowed with this vocal strength, 
for he was able to stick to his job of talk- 
ing, and made almost as many speeches in 
a day as Bryan. He naturally drew large 
crowds to his “ show,” which were attracted 
by the vehemence of his assertions and the 
sientorian loudness of his voice. The peo- 
ple filled the halls becausé he was able to 
fill them with his lung power. He informed 
these audiences that he was goirfg to be their 
next Mayor. He kept on repeating this dec- 
laration up to the last minute, even on the 
day before clection and finally on the morn- 
jug of election. He managed his canvass 
in the spectacular manner Barnum, in his 
palmy days, advertised his many-ringed 
circus, and it must be admitted he accom- 
plished considerable. His incessant and 
vociferous claim that he was the only com- 
petitor of Harrison and that the choice for 
Mayor lay between that individual and 
himself, with the chances all in his favor, 
made perhaps 40,000 voters believe that the 
claim must be true. Wien they heard him 
loudly declaiming this boast day after day 
with so great and fiery ardor they came to 
the conclusion that as a choice between two 
evils they would prefer Harlan to Harrison, 
as supposedly the lesser. They read the 
Harrison platform and declaration of pur- 
pose and the Harlan platform and prom- 
ises and decided to cast their votes for 
Harlan. 

Probably one-half of the men who had 
intended voting for Hesing heard these 
alluring promises and were carried off 
by them. They left Mr. Hesing in a ridieu- 
lous lurch and went over to Harlan. And 
so, with fully 40,000 or 50,000 Republicans 
who would have voted for Sears if they had 
thought he had the better chance of beat- 
ing Harrison, it can be said with truth 
that about 90 per cent of the Harlan vote 
was secured by what a moralist would call 
a “confidence game,” but what a profession- 
al politician would term justifiable sharp 
practices. 

In addition to his own stentorian elo- 
quence Harlan had several daily news- 
papers echoing his promising statements 
and claims, confident of election. They 
applauded his candidacy and indorsed his 
wild assertions that he was the coming 
Mayor, and the result was he got more :han 
one-half? of the Sears vote and left the 
road open to the Democratic candidate for 
« vietory by 77,000 majority over the 
boaster. 

But there will be some serious difficulty 
connected with this attempt to build up a 
new party with Mr. Harlan the boss of it. It 
will be easy enough to get subassistant 
machine men, but their. services won't 
amount to much unless there is a myltitude 
of: voters behind them. Tuas TrRrvune

MBS. BESANT ON “LOVE-THOUGHTS.” 
‘ Mrs, Annie Besant, the exponent of the- 
osophy, has given to the subject of “ love” 
some entirely new features which should 
relieve the discussion of human affection of 
much of its present monotony. It has been 
a common belief, encouraged by the best as 
well as the worst novelists, that when a 
man looked on a maid with eyes of love he 
“ looked unutterable things.” ‘This may be 
partly true, but it is not the chief thing that 
chappens. The man at such atime harbors a 
thought which when given tangible form 
“looks like a red squid.” Mrs. Besant has 
occult evidence to prove it. To make this 
perfectly clear to the student of lore, who 
in the springtime proverbially comprises the 
entire creation of young men, it should be 
explained that a squid is a “ ten-armed 
cephalopod, having a long, tapered body 
and a caudal fin ‘on each side.” The ten 
arms, it appears, typify the grasping nature 
of the thought. Sometimes the squid has 
less than ten arms, which of course shows 
that it is a squid of the better class, one of 
the 400, in fact, and not so long on the 
grasp. Such squids no doubt are chiefly 
useful in the wooing of maids of greater 
dignity, who do not tolerate any excess of 
grasping. This, however, is but conjecture 
and not vouched for by Mrs, Besant. The 
squid, it appears, in its most squid-like mani- 
festation, with all the arms intact and in 
good working order, is a dark blue in color. 
It retains this blue until a hated rival of 
squiddom appears on the scene, when it 
takes on a green-hued jealousy, the blending 
of coloring changing it to an ugly brown. 
This probably explains why in many novels 
an ardent suitor in proper person, with the 
ambi-finned cephalopod working in his 
brain, suddenly becomes blue when a rival 
suitor interrupts his téte-A-téte and then 
lapses into a brown study. But, happily, all 
love, even in Mrs. Besant’s philosophy, is 
not represented by squids. The politician's 
love for office, for instance, appears in the 
shape of “ a yellowish crab-like figure, which 
seems to have lost control of some of its 
legs.” A ten-armed squid would seem to be 
a better illustration of this type, but of 
course Mrs. Besant is forced to follow the 
teachings of her sect, which has decided on 
“crab.” The mother’s love is a pleasing 
“pink object with pink wings,” and other 
forms of love are similarly portrayed in 
colors and insect representations. The 
glimpse into the “unseen world” thus 
youchsafed by Mrs. Besant is not as pleas- 
ing as might have been expected. If Mrs. 
Besant is to be implicitly believed, much of 
the romance in life will be sacrificed by the 
wanton intrusion of these disquieting ceph- 
alopods on the course of true love, which at 
best never does run smooth. 


THE SENATORIAL DISTRICTS. 

The caucus of the House Republicans at 
Springfield has voted to put through Con- 
gressional and Senatorial apportionment 
bills so as to undo the gerrymandering 
work of the General Assembly of 1893. 

No one disputes the legality of a rear- 
rangement of the Congressional! districts. 
No one who is familiar with the facts can 
question the propriety of a rearrangement. 
It has been claimed, however, that the Su- 


apportionment unconstitutional. 

So it might if a spic and span new law 
were enacted. But it is not proposed to 
do that. All that is intended is to amend 
palpable violations of the Constitution in 
the fresent law. As Gov. Tanner said ina 
letter to the caucus: 

Suppose this Legislature simply amends the 
present act, setting forth in the title of the bill 
that it is an amendment of the law in certain dis- 
tricts, and then proceeds to make the changes as 
few as possible, to make the law comply with the 
plain mandate of the Constitution. How can the 
Supreme Court interfere to set those amendments 
aside and restore the unconstikutional provisions 
of the old law? On what grounds can the court 
do this, when the very amendment itself will show 
that it was done to have the act comply with the 
letter and spirit of the Constitution? It seems to 
me absurd to claim that the Supreme Court will in- 
terfere to restore the unconstitutional provision 
of the act of 1893, when that court has already de- 
cided that it had no power to interfere to set aside 
this unconstitutional apportionment. 

The Governor also called the attention 
of the caucus to the fact that if the Legis- 
lature leaves the present gerrymander un- 


disturbed— 

We are not likely to have another Republican 
Legislature for the next ten or twenty years, and 
Liiinois during that time, after the expiration of 
Senators Cullom and Mason's terms, will be rep- 
resented in the United States Senate by two Demo- 
crats. 

The Republicans have done well to take 
Gov. Tanner’s advice. They cannot lose 
anything by acting on it and may be gainers.

LET THE CITY CIVIL SERVICE ALONE. 

A joint assault has been made in the 
Legislature upon the civil service law of 
Chicago. In the Senate, Campbell of Cook, 
Republican, has offered a bill repealing the 
law. In the House, Novak of Cook, Demo- 
crat, has offered an exactly similar law. 
It is not surnrising that a Democratic mem- 
ber of the House, a spoileman, should have 
taken this step, but it is surprising that a 
Republican Senator, representing a West 
Side constituency which favored the lw 
when it was passed and which favors it 
now, should have done the same, and made 
common cause with a Democratic spoils- 
man. What does he mean? 

Senator Campbell says: é 


I believe in the will of the majority. Carter H. 
Harrison ran for the Mayoreity of Chicago on an 
anti-civil service platform. The people sustained 
him at the polls The men who were in favor of 
civil service did not agrée among themselves on 
other points. Harrison got more votes than all 
the other candidates combined. So it is evident 
to my mind that the people of Chicago do not want 
civil service in the city government. 


It is only charitable to Senator Campbell 
to say that bhé is jumping at conclusions. 
As the outcome of the recent election 57,566 
votes were cast for Sears, 67,072 for Har- 
lan, and 15,116 for Hesing—a total of 139,- 
754, or 5,074 less than the vote for Harrison. 
Sears, Harlan, and Hesing in their platform 
and in all their speeches had pledged them- 
selves as in favor of the civil service law, 
and had declared that if elected they would 
enforce it. Making all allowances for the 
number of spoilsmen among the voters for 
Harrison, there were at least 50,000 Demo- 
cratic voters who believe in the civil service 
law and there were 60,000 or 70,000 Repub- 
licans who did not vote at all who believe 
in it. Instead, therefore, of there being a 
narrow majority against the law there was 
in reality a majority of 100,000 for it—a 
much greater majority than that which was 
cast for the law two years ago. 

Not only this, but Senator Campbell has 
misinterpreted Democratie sentiment when 
he takes the ground that it favors the repeal 
of the law. The platform upon which Mr. 
Harrison was nominated declares— 

We favor the merit system in the conduct of pub- 
lfc affairs, but denounce the Republican admin- 
istration’ of the last two years for its prostitution 
of the civil service law by perverting its objects 
and making it the instrument of partisan ma- 
chinery; and we demand the immediate discharge 
of every inefficient and dishonest public servant 


who now holds office through the farcical and 
fraudulent administration of the civil service law. 

Commissioner Waller also shows that 
Campbell has made a thoroughly unjusti- 
fiable deduction from the result of the elec- 
tion. The Commissioner says: 

Mr. Harrison has repeatedly said he favored the 
enforcement of the civil service law in letter and 
in spirit. I have read all his speeches on this ques- 
tion that have been published, and I have not seen 
» line that would indicate he intends to make the 
law a dead letter. He has said if elected he would 
discharge all unworthy Republicans appointed by 
Mayor Swift before the commission was appointed. 
I do not see who can reasonably object to that. 
These men are not under the protection of the law. 
Their successors, however, will be appointed un- 
der the civil service law. I should think Mr. Har- 
rison would oppose the repeal, as this law is his 
best protection. I believe he is a sincere advocate 
of the merit system. 

Such is the status of the civil service law 
in Chicago and the sentiment of its people, 
and the Republicans who control the Legis- 
lature must recognize both and leave the 
law alone. For them to repeal the law or al- 
low its repeal by the aid of Democratic 
votes would be not merely an outrage upon 
the people of Chicago but intolerably bad 
politics. If the Democrats in the Legisla- 
ture want to repeal the law let them put 
themselves on record. If the Democrats in 
Chicago want to attempt to nullify the aw 
let them do so, and then when 1899 comes 
the Republicans will sweep the city by an 
enormous majority. If the Democrats do 
make such an attempt they will be wiped 
out, because an immense majority of the 
people in Chicago favor the law and will 
resent its being nullified or modified. Sen- 
ator Campbell is in bad business and is mis- 
representing his own constituency. 


It is very easy at this time for Harlan and 
his assistants to get together and apportion 
out the places of leadership, naming ove 
man the Lorimer of the new machine, anoth- 
er the Pease, anotner the Hertz, another the 
Gehan, and so on down the list, and it is 
easy to figure out how two years from now 
the present Lorimers et al. will be super- 
seced by the Harlan substitutes. But when 
that time comes Mr. Harlan will find that 
his machine is a tasteless luxury without 
voters,

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Then there was an advance of a cent. The 
market was not expecting good news, but 
it concluded to wait for developments. The 
mext day there was added another cent and 
so on day by day, cent by cent, unt!l it 
reached 96. Indiana oil responded more 
sluggishly. The advance was so steady the 
producers confidently hoped fordollar oil 
and held on. Then came a drop of 8 cents 
Saturday last and on Monday morning a 
cent was knocked off every hour until oil 
was selling at 88 cents. Indiana oil declined 
at the same time from 52 to 50 cents. 

The Standard Oil certificates are not listed 
and are regarded as extremely sluggish and 
inactive. About the only change observed 
by the average broker is that they rise from 
year to year and are hard to get hold c{, the 
company being almosi a close corporation. 
The attention of the street, however, was 
attracted by the way the Standard sccuri- 
ties have jumped during the last few days. 
On April 6, two days after oil dropped to 88, 
Standard certificates were’ in the most 
active demand at 281%, the highest point 
they had ever reached. They were quoted 
at 265 on Feb. 1 last. Yestcrday, 
according to report, these securities went up 
more than ten points, reaching 293. 

Some of the Wall street brokers are attrib- 
uting this advance to a rumored increase of 
the stock from $100,000,000 to $200,000, 000, 
upon which it is said the company intends 
to pay 5 per cent quarterly. Perhaps they 
will now see~a solution in the desire of the 
Standard people to effect a combine. 


Rumors About the Cudahys. 


Over in the Indiana oil fields the air is 
rife with rumors. It is whispered that the 
Cudahys, who entered the business some- 
thing like a year ago, investing a large 
amount of money in pipe lines, wells, and re- 
fineries, have not been cutting half as wide 
& swath as was supposed, and it is said the 
Standard knew this. long before the general 
oil public did. As report goes, General Man- 
ager Graves of the Indiana Pipe Line and 
Refining company, and the Cudahys’ con- 
fidential man in the whole oil business, is los- 
ing many good hours of sleep wondering how 
the Standard is able to keep such close “‘ tab ”’ 
on the production of the Northern Indiana 
Oil company. Such, it is reported on all 
hands, is the fact. 

It is the practice of all oil producers to take 
the gauge of their tanks every day. The 
tanks usually hold 250 barrels, and every inch 
counts for two barrels anda half. It came 
to the notice of the Cudahy concerns some 
time ago that their big rival-was being kept 
accurately informed on the measurement of 
their tanks. They made an investigation, 
but were unable to discover the leak. All 

inds of plans were laid and ruses adopted 
to conceal the production of the Northern 
Indiana Oil company from the Standard 
agents, but without avail. 

As Seen by Producers. 


The importance of accurate knowledge as 
to the amount of business a rival is doing 
will be appreciated by those familiar with 
the Standard’s methods. For some years it 
haS not been paying much attention to com- 
petitors, until they began to cut pretty deep- 
ly into the Standard’s business. The way 
the producers size up the situation is this: 

The Standard securities, while steadily ad- 
vancing last year owing to increased con- 
sumpton at home and abroad, did not reach 
the figures the facts would have justified, 
and this retarding of their rise was due to 
the amount of dust the Cudahy concerns 
kicked up. The Standard began to think 
the Chicago people were growing too fast, 
and, as usual, the question whether tocrush 
or to buy out the packers was considered. 
Apparently the “absorption” idea was 
adopted. 

The Indiana situation took on a new phase 
on Wednesday when the Carter Oil company 
of Sisterville, W. Va., a Standard concern, 
beught out the Rowland-Zeigier properties 
at Montpelier, Ind. The President of the 
Carter company has been in Indiana some 
time looking over the field, and rumors are 
thick that other purchases are intended, 
At the same time, the Manhattan Oil com- 
pany, another independent concern, is mak- 
ing offers for oil in the vicinity of Warren, 
‘Ind., where it hasa pipe line. 

‘The producers appear to be in a high state 
of excitement. Some of them, who have 
been considering offers from the Indiana 
Pipe Line and Refining company, are anx- 
ious to know “* how the cat is going to jump.” 
They do not want to offend the Rockefeller 
company without having a prospect of a 
permanent purchaser. No ‘nformation could 
be obtained from General Manager Graves. 


SCHOOL BOARD SPLIT ON CITY SUIT. 


President Halfe and Others Think the 
Gross Resolution Will Stir Up 
Bad Feeling. 


The Board of Education is divided on the 
resolution offered by H. H. Gross on Wednes- 
day evening providing for legal procedure 
to fix the exact relation of the board to the 
city government. 

George E. Adams, Chairman of the Judi- 
clary committee, to which the resolution 
was referred, concurs in the opinion of Mr. 
Gross. 

President Halle, however, takes an oppo- 
site view. He said yesterday: ‘‘I do not 
see the use of beginning a controversy with 
the city. The relations of the board and 
the city have always been friendly, although 
there have been differences of judgment. A 
suit such as is proposed would have the 
undesirable effect of estranging the city au- 
thorities without any cause,”’ 

Louis O. Kohtz declared that the suit 
should be brought, while J. P. Wolff took 
the attitude of President Halle. 

Bernhard Moos, formerly a member of the 
Public Library Board of Trustees, was hon- 
ored last night by the Board of Education 
naming after him the building known as the 
liumboldt School. 

The name of Bernhard Moos was chosen 
because of the request of the members of the 
Board of Library Trustees asking the Board 
of Education to name a school bullding after 
him. It is mainly through his persistent ef- 
forts the city now enjoys the new Library 
Building.

Money Paid for Cigaret Licenses Till 

‘May 1 Ordered Refunded—Tilt Over 
Garbage Contracts — Changes in 
Lake Tannel Pians—Investigation 
ef Murdoch Charges — Measures 
Touching Electric Wires—Appro- 
priation for Pumping Stations. 


Briefly stated here is what the Council did 
last evening: 

Fixed next Thursday evening as the date for the 
induction into office of Mayor-elect Harrison and 
the new Council. 

Ordered money paid for cigaret licenses up to 
May 1 refunded; no license being required until 
that date 

Voted $35,000 extra for the construction of the 
West and Northwest Pumping Stations 

Ordered the Haymarket Monument moved to 
Union Park 

Ordered electric wires in Cottage Grove avenue 
put under ground 

Ordered an investigation of charges against 
Dr. Murdock of the Health Department. 

Ordered the Health Department not to let 
garbage contract until after the next meeting 
of the Council. 

Placed on file the request of the Controller to 
sue City Clerk Van Cleave for the fees he has 
retained. 

Passed an ordinance allowing R. C. Miller to 
lay electric wires for light and power in Milwau- 
kee avenue and Bloomingdale road. 

Authorized the Health Department to condemn 
dangerous buildings and street pavements.. 


Mayor-elect Harrison and the thirty-four 
Aldermen elected last Tuesday wiil be duly 
inducted into office next Thursday evening. 
This was decided by the City Council last 
evening when it fixed its next regular meet- 
ing for Thursday night and made the meet- 
ing of next Monday an adjournment of last 
night’s session. Ald. Madden made the mo- 
tion and it went through without opposition. 

It was a noisy meeting last evening from 
the start. Ald. McCarthy of the Twenty- 
ninth Ward explained to inquiring friends 
he had not yet got over his joy at the elec- 
tion. 

‘We did 'em up, didn’t we, Harlan?” he 
shouted at the Alderman from the Twenty- 
second, and added: “I'm with you now 
all the time.”’ 

Then he got the floor on what he called 
“a matter of personal privilege ” and moved 
“the thanks of this body be given Ald. Har- 
lan for his vindication of Mayor Swift 
against those skates, Pease, Hertz, and 
Lorimer.” 

At every other occasion during the long 
meeting he divided his time between an- 
nouncing to the Council that he was “a 
reformer ”’ and assuring Ald. Harlan “ I’m 
with you all the time now.” He showed 
his good humor so vociferously that finally 
Mayor Swift said to Ald. Harlan: 
“Please keep your new recruit quiet.’ 


Teuching Cigaret Licenses. 


Mayor Swift sent in an opinion from Cor- 
poration Counsel Beale, in which the latter 
held the ordinance licehsing cigaret dealers 
did not, under its terms, become operative 
until May'1, and hence the $4,700 already 
collected under it was wrongfully retained 
by the city. He therefore recommended the 
money thus collected be refunded to the deal- 
ers who had taken out licenses; the under- 
standing being any one can sel) cigarets 
without a license up to May 1. After that 
date the ordinance goes into effect. The or- 
der was passed without debate. 

Aid. Harlan then started a somewhat live- 
ly row by introducing and moving the pas- 
sage of the following order: 

* That the Commissioner of Health beand 
he is hereby directed to transmit to this 
Council at its next meeting copies of the new 
form of estimate specifications and contract 
for the collection, removal, and final disposi- 
tion of garbage and ashes for the period of 
five years, and of the advertisement for bids 
for such contract; 

* That the said Commissioner also report 
to this Council the bids received or to be re- 
ceived in response to such advertisement, to- 
gether with the names of the respective bid- 
ders, and said Commissioner of Health is 
hereby directed not to let said or any con- 
tract for the removal, etc., of garbage and 
ashes until the further order of this Council.” 


Fight Over Garbage Matter. 

Ald. McCarthy at once made the point of 
order the Council was merely a legislative 
body and had nothing to do with the letting 
of contracts; in which he was sustained by 
Mayor Swift, but Ald. Harlan insisted the 
Council had the right to seek information 
on such points, and then proceeded to at- 
tack the garbage contracts. hi 

He claimed the specifications were loosely 
drawn, that there was nothing in them to 
show the garbage was to be disposed of in 
any other way than the old one of dumping, 
and then asserted that as the advertisement 
for the contracts only gave four days’ notice 
of the fact that plans and specifications for 
crematories would have to be submitted 
with the bids, they practically barred out all 
bidders who had not had previous notice. 

Ald. Gunther followed with a statem@nt 
that the specifications did not safeguard 
the city’s interests, and then Mayor Swift 
moved into action. 

Mayor Swift Replies. 

“It is a false assumption on the Alder- 
man’s part,”’ he said, hotly, ‘‘ for him to an- 
nounce these specifications are not suf- 
ficient. If it will give him any information, I 
will tell him they are exact copies of those 
used in New York, where the law depart- 
ment there worked over them nine months. 

*‘As for the talk about crematories, the 
Alderman should learn cremation of garbage 
is no longer advocated, and reduction is the 
up-to-date method. 

“‘ So far as arry friends of mine being inter- 
ested in these contracts is concerned, J will 
say some of them did invest some money in 
a crematory some time ago, and are now 
willing to sell out at 25 cents on the dollar.”’ 

Ald. Harlan replied he had no charges to 
make against the city administration, but 
thought so important a matter should be 
carefully looked into, and he had merely 
asked for a little delay. 

“There is no objection to delay,’ re- 
sponded the Mayor. ‘‘I am only defending 
my Health Department from an unfair at- 
tack,’’ and so the Harlan order was passed 
without opposition. 


Lake Tunnel Plans. 


Ald. Madden, for the Financial committee, 
called up the committee report allowing the 
Department of Public Works to substitute 
two eight-foot tunnels for one ten-foot bore 
in the mile and a half of the new water tun- 
nel yet to be contracted for. There was a 
proviso in this report to the effect no change 
should be made in the two miles and a half 
now under contract, and Ald. Campbell 
moved this proviso be stricken out. 

Ald. Maltby came back with a motion to 
defer the whole matter till the next regular 
meeting of the Council, which was passed 
by a vote of 44 to 14. 

Some technical amendment to the track 
elevation ordinance, intended to meet en- 
gineering objections, was passed, and 
Mayor Swift at the same time announced 
he had decided not to appoint ex-Ald. O'Neill 
to the position of expert on track elevation. 
as the Corporation Counsel had& informed 
him it would be illegal. 

Commissioner Downey sent in a commun- 
ication saying the bids for the new West 
and Northwest pumping stations exceeded 
the amount appropriated by $35,000 and 
asked the Council to give him that much 
more money, which it promptly voted him. 

Removal of Haymarket Monument. 

A letter from the real estate agents of 
Archbishop Feehan, who holds diocesan 
property fronting Haymarket square, was 
read, in which his Grace offered to pay the 
expenses of moving the Haymarket monu- 
ment to the head of Randolph street, in 
Union Park, if the Council would give per- 
mission. Ald. Brennan moved the monu- 
ment be removed and the motion carried 
unanimously. 

Ald. Judah, for the Judiciary committee, 
called up the report authorizing a codifica- 
tion of the laws and general ordinances of 
the city in two volumes. Ald. Harlan ex- 
plained he had examined the work and 
found it did mot contain franchise and spe- 
tial ordinances and was consequently all 
right. The report was adopted, with the 
amendment that Corporation Counsel 
Beale’s name alone be printed as the re- 
sponsible auther of the work. 

The Finance committee reported favora- 
bly on Aldé. Gallagher's ordinance to ap- 
point a standing committee of seven Alder- 
men to have control of street railways, and 
it was made a special order for next Mondey

Mayor Swift sent in a recommendation 
that the Sixteenth street track elevation 
ordinance be changed so as to allow the 
Lake Shore and Rock Island roads to take 
advantage of it and elevate their tracks 
even if other roads did not accept, which was 
done. 

Ha also sent in a veto of the ordinance ex- 
tending the time of the Chicago City rail- 
Way company to lay its tracks in Fifty-first 
street, which was sustained. 

Ald. Madden introduced and had passed 
an order for the putting under ground of all 
electric wires in Cottage Grove avenue 
north of Thirty-ninth street.

Madison, Wis., April 8&—[Special.J—The 
Wylie anti-pool selling bill is now ready for 
the Governor’s signature, which it is cértain 

to receive within the next twenty-four hours. 

The Senate today refused to reconsider its 
vote by which the bill was concurred in. 
Senator Burke, who made the motion for re- 
consideration, said that he had done so at the 
‘request of horsemen in hig district who run 
horiest races and breed honest horses. He 
gaid he was’ not in favor of a certain form of 
gambling as reported to be practiced at Mil- 
waukee and Kenosha, but he believed the 
bill should be amended and for that purpose 
asked that it be sent back to the committee. 

Senator Putnam said the Committee on 

tate Affairs had letters from the Dodge 

County Agricultural Society, in Senator 
Burke’s district, urging the passage of the 
bill. : 
Senators Roehr and Baxter also opposed 
the motion. The Senate thereupon refused 
by a viva voce vote to reconsider the passage 
of the bill. The only. vote in favor of so 
doing came from Senator Wheelan. 

‘Senator Burke did not vote. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 8.—Gov. Stephens, 
who is in the city today, signed the horse 

breeders’ bill. passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, and it will go into effect in 
June. The bill prohfbits any more than 
ninety days’ racing during the year at any 
one track and provides that pool selling can 
be carried on only at the race tracks. 


The action of the Senate at Madison, Wis., 
yesterday in refusing to reconsider the 
Wylie bill practically shuts out any pos- 
eibility of a running horse meeting in the 
Badger State this year. The Governor has 
the future of the tracks at Ideal Park and 
Milwaukee in his hands and the track-own- 
ers will stand by their guns until the Ex- 
acutive has made the billa law. The pros- 
pect- of Wisconsin’s Governor coming to 
their rescue at the eleventh hour is remote, 
but still furnishes one of those desperate 
chances that turfmen are wont to take. 

Should the proposed bill limiting racing to 
fifteen days-in Illinois be passed some ar- 
Yangements might be made to have the 
local associations take up the Ideal Park 
stakes, but while the Wylie bill is in abey- 
ance waiting the signature of Wisconsin’s 
Executive no steps will be taken by the offi- 
cials of the Ideal track. 


- REGRETS THE WYLIE BILL'S PASSAGE 


Horseman Cushing Sorry He Will Not 
Get te Race at Milwaukee—He 
Praises Its Mineral Water. 


J. E. Cushing, the man who won the World's 
Fair $50,000 Derby with Boundless, is to race at the 
Indiana tracks, and yesterday brought up his string 
‘of fourteen head of thoroughbreds from Little 
Rock.

CLING CLUBS AT WAR.

geo’ Secures fhe Privilege at 


the Time Desired by the Latter at 
Wheéling for the Start and the 
Larger Organization Has the Fin- 
ish at Garfield Park at the Hour the 
Smaller Body Wishes to Finish Its 
Road Race. 


Road race season is always productive of 
a good-sized row over something or other, 
either the selection of a course, the de- 
cision of the winner of the race, or whether 
he rode the course, or some kindred ques- 
tion, but this year a new feature in 
the way of a lively controversy has arisen 
and will probably furnish the cyclists a 
good subject for as lively a tilt as they 
could desire. It is the clash between tle 
Cook County Cyclists’ Association and the 
Associated Cycling Clubs over the question 
of securing the right of way. 

These complications have arisen over the 
action of the Town Board of Wheeling. which 
the Cook County Cyclists’ Association as- 
serts has given them a perniit to race on the 


noon. 

President Hally said yesterday the scratch 
man would leave Wheeling at 11 o’clock pre- 
cisely, the limit man being sent away at 
10445. The Associated Cycling clubs cannot 
take the road until after 11:30 o'clock, acco: d- 
ing to the terms of the permit the Cook 
County people say they have secured, and it 
will take at least a half-hour to get the 
classes arranged and the riders in proper 
order for the start under the most favorable 
conditions, and if the start can be made by 
noon the scraich man will get away at 12.15, 
and the race will have to be finished and off 
the course at the finish by. 1 o’clock, which 
the Cook County Wheelmen say will be next 
to impossible. 

What they will do for a finish with a start 
before 11:30 the Cook County cyclists have 
not yet decided, but President Hally said 
yesterday they would look for another finish 
if it was necessary, and he also suggested 
the A. C. C. might be in a similar plight for 
a start. 


A. C. C. Have the Permit. 


However, John Siman, Chairman of the 
Race committee of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs, said yesterday he had a letter from 
the Clerk of the Wheeling Town Board giv- 
ing the Associated Cycling Clubs a permit 
for the use of the roads between 8:30 and 11 
o’clock in the forenoon, which said the Cook 
County organization had been given the 
time between 11 o’clock in the forenoon and 
2:30 in the afternoon. If this is true it puts 
an entirely different phase on the matter. 

Mr. Siman said they were not worrying in 
the least over the question and everything 
would go along smoothly, the start and 
finish being made within the time desired 
and at the places desired. 

President Hally said their race will be a 
good one and they have already secured a 
large number of entries. 

Committee Goes to Wheeling. 


C. L. Kling, E. H. Spiering, A. R. Nickell, 
and J. P. Hally constituted the committee 
which went to Wheeling te ask for a permit 
for the roadsinthattown. They expected to 
meet representatives of the A. C. C. there 
but were disappointed. The board said it 
had received an application from the A. C. 
C., but thought the organization sending a 
delegation to ask for the permit should have 
the preference. 

The Cook County Cyclists’ Association 
nay also hold a union run, but President 
Hally is not in favor of it. 

Another step in the progress of the contro- 
versy between the rival organizations was 
taken in the Associated Cyclists’ favor yes- 
terday afternoon, when the local Cycle 
Board of Trade gave the A. C. C. exclusive 
pis to solicit prizes among its mem- 

ers. 

This will prevent the Cook County cyclists 
from securing prizes from a large number of 
firms which might otherwise have contribut- 
ed. There are, however, a number of firms 
not in the Board of Trade, which the Cook 
County Wheelmen can still canvass..

MAGGIOLI MISSES AND LOSES BY 
A REMARKABLE. SHOT. 


Southern Player Is Defeated by Sut- 
ton, Whe Beats All “ Shortstop” 
Records at Balk-Line Billiards,with 
an Average of 3010-13—Plays an 
Uphill Game and Shows Pluck at 
the Fintsh—McLaughlin Nearly De- 
feats Spinks in the Evening. 


A most magnificent ‘exhibition of the 
beauties of billiards was that given yester- 
day by Frank Maggioli and George Sutton. 
It resulted in the victory of Sutton by: the 
narrow margin of 34 points through the 
Frenchman’s wonderful miss of a some- 
what easy draw, which stopped his final 
break of 70. Wonderful miss is proper, be- 
cause the cue ball got through a hole in the 
corner wherein there was so little space that 
it looked impossible for a. sphere so large to 
wiggle through and miss its fellow. This 
stroke effected Maggioli would have been 
within four points of his man and with the 
balls.closely together. But thirteen innings 
were consumed, and so Sutton’s average of 
30 10-13 was the best of the tourney. Mag- 
gioli’s losing average was 28 2-13, which is 
within a fraction of the best winning average 
made heretofore in the present series. 

Sutton by his splendid performance put 
another prop under the structure whereon 
is written his promise of becoming first- 
class, as he played an uphill game from the 
start. Maggioli after four innings stood 86 
to7, and when George added 75 to his string 
the Southerner followed with 46 and 16, and 
led 148 to 88. Now, the fa? expert, nothing 
daunted, put in 133, and two innings later, 
adding a well played 67, “things had 
changed ”’ and he led, 296 to 222. 


Big Runs Come in Quick Succession. 


“Maggy ’’ was looked upon to stop, and ' 
for three innings there was sparring for 
wind, but then the pace again became hot, 
and Frank’s S7 was responded to by George’s 
49. With 104 to complete his score Maggioli, 
nonchalantly smoking his cigaret, began the 
thirteenth inning. It looked as if he would 
never ‘miss and so when the misfortune 
came the crowd expressed disappointment, 
as all fancy the erratic expert from St. Louis. 
Here came the strain on Sutton. He had 
been playing phenomenally well and yet had 
a chance to lose. A hard spread—“ the quit- 
ting shot ’’—presented itself. But he walked 
to the table coolly and executed perfectly, 
gaining close position. At 17 the balis 
breaking badly necessitated a close, hard, 
left-handed side draw, but .the “ billiard 
comet” was fixed. as any star, and, the 
stroke completed, out went Mr. Sutton by 
means of the line nurse. 

In his previous games Sutton seemed to 
stop at the finish, but here he showed stay- 
ing quality of high order, as he had every- 
thing against him and was carrying more 
weight than Maggioli, who had landed be- 
hind the prize money, win or lose. 

Sutton’s grand average for the tournament 
is 21 11-100, the best on record in the short- 
stop class. Ives and Gallagher have each a 
mark between 19 and 20. George F. Slosson 
never in six games has made so large a 
grand average, ‘“ anchor-barred,”’ and only 
once has reached 20 in “‘ anchor allowed.” 
Sutton has played only one poor game—that 
with Spinks—when his average was 8 19-22, 
and for this sickness in the family is the 
excuse.

ADVANCE AT LIVERPOOL STARTS 
WHEAT ON THE UPGRADE.

Cash: Demand Stimulated to Some Ex- 
rent by the Break—May Delivery 
Advances Much More Rapidly than 
the Deferred Futures—Northwest Is 
Credited with Changing Over Con- 
tracts—Shorts Covering and Wet 
Weather Help Coarse Grain. 


HE feeling in all the 
apecuiative produce 
markets yesterday 
morning was that 
Wednesday’s selling 
had been overdone. 
In wheat the action 
of the Liverpoo! mar- 
ket tended to 
strengthen.this opin- 
ion, and there was 
substantial improve- 
ment in prices. Early 
in the morning Liv- 
erpool was quoted 
14d off. Second and 
closing cables  indi- 
cated recovefy, and according to the last offi- 
clal posting the Liverpool market was off 
only 4d. This action of the foreign market 

caused an opening here at an advance of 

%c, and sales of May wheat were made soon 
after the opening at nearly a full cent ad- 
vance. The pit trade was nervous to a high 

degree, and easily influenced in either direc- 
tion. A dip of May to 6c was followed by 

a quick recovery, and during the latter part 
of the session there was an advance to 67%c, 
pr through the call price. The closing was 
at a small concession from the top. The 
Northwest was credited with buying of May, 
and selling of July and September deliveries. 


May Wheat Gets Above July. 


The differences between the nearby and 
deferred deliveries narrowed and May closed 
fractionally above July. Continental mar- 
kets all showed concessions. Berlin was 
particularly weak, being off 44% marks, or the 
equivalent of 2%c abu. There were good ex- 
port clearances aggregating 236,000 bu, 
against 226,000 bu received at primary 
points. Northwestern receipts were 264 
cars, against SST a week ago and 229 a year 
ago. Local receipts were 15 cars, with 102,- 
000 bu inspected out of store. There was 
considerable talk of export business at the 
seaboard and of round lot business here, but 
reports could not be satisfactorily con- 
firmed. Sales to millers were figured at 
about 50,000 bu. At the decline there is more 
inglination shown to buy better grades of 
wheat, as the buyers are paying no atten- 
tien to the hedges. No. 1 Northern was 
quotable 2c over May price. 

The packers were not active sellers of pro- 
visions yesterday, and, in fact, were rather 
inclined to the other side. The selling was 
by outsiders. The opening was weak and 
pork so!d down to $8.00. The buying by Cud- 
ahy and the International Packing company 
was largely responsible for the advance in 
pork from $8.00 to $8.15. The close was at 
about the best price of the day. Receipts 
at seven principal markets were 4,400 
hogs, against 37,000 the same day last year. 
The week’s packing of the West is figured 
at 250,000 hogs, against 260,000 a year ago. 

Corn Advances Slightly. 

Corn was a. much less active market than 
on Wedmesday, the entire range of the May 
option being 4c. Trade was in fair volume, 
although almost entirely local. The opening 
Was at an advance of 4@*%e over the close 
of the dmy before, and at the start there was 
general covering by shorts on heavy rains 
throughout the Western belt, with prospects 
of etill further downfall.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


John Hill Jr. returned yesterday from Mar- 
shalltown, la., after securing the indictment 
by the Marshall County grand jury of the 
officers of the ‘‘ Equitable Produceand Stock 
Exchange” and the “‘ Consolidated Produce 
and Stock Exchange,’ an alieged bucket- 
shop in this city operating extensively in 
lowa. The men against whom indictments 
have been found are: William R. Hennig, 
President; Thomas Gibson, Secretary; O. R. 
Stratton, Treasurer: and W. F. Chandler, 
manager—as well as the two local operators 
of the bucket-shops in Marshalltown, J. H. 
Cole and A. J, Clark. The Chicago concern 
is known as the *‘ Equitable,’’ and bas offices 
in Van Buren street. Thousands of dollars 
have, it is said, been taken out of Marshall 
County by this concern. 

“ Three weeks ago,”’ said Mr. Hill, “* I went 
to Eldora, in Harden County, Ia., for the 
purpose of appearing before the grand jury 
in the interest of parties who had lost heavily 
through this bucket-shop. Compicte evi- 
dence of fraudulent dealings was offered, 
but I found the County Attorney had a part- 
ner who had been retained as counse] by the 
Equitable, ard notwithstanding thé strong 
evidence presented the grand jury was in- 
structed! by the attorney not to bring an in- 
dictment. When the Marshall County jury 
met I tried it again, with better results. Our 
evidence is ahsolutely unimpeachable, and 
we shall keep up the fight until we close up 
this and every other bucket-shop. During 
the last eighteen months we have reduced the 
number in Chicago from 100 to twelve, and 
have barred every one of them from the use 
of the United States mails. They can only 
do business by wire. Without the aid and 
encouragement they receive from telegraph 
companies we could wipe them out much eas- 
jer and quicker, but we shall not relax our 
efforts until every bucket-shop is closed.”’

failed because of the unusual break in the 
market on Wednesday, made an assignment 
yesterday to the Equitable Trust company 
for the benefit of his creditors. 

H. H. Carr has advices from twelve of the 
principal States that farmers are now gen- 
erally busy in the fields seeding oats, which 
work is from two to three weeks late.

ANTI-TRUST BILL IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


House Passes a Bill Forbidding All Ar- 
rangements or Contracts De- 
signed to Restrain Trade. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 8.—[{Special.]—The 
House has passed the anti-trust bill by a 
vote of 157 to 4. The latter were cast by 
Philadelphians. ; 

The bill provides that “ all arrangements, 
contracts, agreements, trusis, or come-: 
bines between persons or corporations, 
‘made with the view to  Ilessen, or 
which tend to lessen full and free 
competition in any line of trade or busi- 
ness within this State, whether in the tm- 
portation or sale of articles of domestic 
production or of domestic raw material, and 
‘all arrangements designed to restrain trade 
or which tend to advance, reduce, or control 
the price or the cost to the producer, or to 
the consumer of any such product or arficle’ 
of trade, are hereby declared against public 
policy, unlawful and void, except in the case 
of labor organizations.” 

Any corporation chartered under the 
laws of this State which violates any of the 
provisions of this act forfeits its charter 
and corporate existence. Every foreign 
corporation violating any of its. provisions 
is prohibited from doing business in this 
State. 

The fate of the bill in the Senate is prob- 
lematic. There will likely be a strong senti- 
nrent developed against it. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Arrangements are in progress for a delegation 
of agents to visit Springfield in the interest of 
the bill prohibiting the reinsurance of large risks 
excepting in Illinois insurance companies. The 
measure provides that ng foreign insurance com- 
pany may take a single risk aggregating more 
than 5 per cent of the United States deposit of 
the company. There is a general sentiment in 
favor of the bill. It has been the custom for 
foreign companies to take large lines and place 
the reinsurance abroad, retaining in the agency 
only the amount allowed according to the rules 
of the company. Lines of $100,000 or more are 
handled in this way by individua] companies. 
The premiums, aside from the amount received, - 
in the agency are not reported to the State In- 
surance Department and escape all taxation. The 
State, under the present laws, has no authority 
over the reinsurance placed in foreign companies 
and this is not reported for taxation. The home 
companies are the losers, as they cannot meet 
the competition which this practice permits. As 
these premiums are not assessed in any way the 
rate can be made much lower than the home 
companies could give the property-owner. The 
practice has grown to large dimensions during 
recent years, and the bill before the General As-. 
sembly has the support of all the home and many 
of the foreign concerns doing business in the Stete. 
This is the only insurance bill before the assem- 
bly which the insurance men would like to have 
passed, and a committee will be selected to work 
for the measure. ;

An interesting suit is in progress at Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., instituted by the People’s Hotel 
company against the Hartford, American, Royal, 
Pheenix, Georgia Home, and Virginia Insurance 
companies, which heid policies amounting to 
$38,500 on the property of the company. The- 
building was burned in December, 18084, and 
owing to a disagreement regarding the adjust- 
ment of the loss the companies rebuilt the hotel. 
The owner brings suit for the Insurance money 
as well, claiming the structure is not as good 
now as it was originally and there was an un- 
necessary delay in the rebuilding.

Insurance company to extend its Eastern terri- 
tory.

May- 
nard, one of Mrs. Turner’s latest conquests, 
loves the beautiful, innocent, etc., heroine, 
Miss Baird, but before he can declare his 
passion he receives a severe injury. Dur- 
ing the resultant illness Mrs. Turner has a 
good chance to blacken her fair rival’s 
character with her gossip, and the author 
has an opportunity to aid and abet her. 
Between them they succeed in deceiving 
everybody but the reader, who is too 
familiar with the time-worn expedient of 
introducing a disreputable cousin seen in 
clandestine meetings to be mystified again 
by it. No doubt that particular wrinkle 
in fiction was a good and effective thing in 
the early days of old Rameses, but if Capt. 
King remembers what he writes he must 
be in a position to know that it has been 
used before. 

There is also something distinctly rem-

She has been President of the Flower Mis- 
sion for nineteen years, and much of the 
success of that work is credited to her ef- 
forts. She has also served four’ years as 
President of a South Side literary elub. 

Mrs. Dickinson is a prominent member of 
the Woman’s club, and belongs to several 
societies in the parish of St. Mark’s Church. 
It is the consensus of opinion that whatever 
work is planned for the next year will be 
ably carried out by the new Regent.
